ingly opposed to acceptance of a wage 
redu ction from 85 to 77 cents an ho u r 
as ordered by the I ’. S. Railway Labor 
Broad, railway circles became alarmed 
'hat the nation m ight be confronted 
with a seriou s railway crisis within 
a fortnight. The shop crafts employees 
voted 48,000 in favor of acceptance of 
the wage slash with 385,000 opposed 
to it. 
Unofficial reports of the *rend of the 
vote in the fou r railway brotherho od s 
indicated the wage slash, a m o u n t in g 
generally to 12 per cent and effective 
Ju ly 1, was not popu lar and that th<* 
brotherho od s chiefs might be asked to 
call a strike. It Is u nderstood the

Financially, it is pointed ou t, the 
railway men are scarcely in readiness 
for a strike. A st rike benefit fu nd s of 
some $ 20,000,000 has been accu m u la t­ 
ed d u rin g the last three y ears t y the 
men, bu t with 1,200,000 men drSVing 
only a weekly benefit of $ 10 from it, 
the w ar fu nd wou ld las* only a cou ple 
of weeks.
